"The theory that Mrs. Blackburn 


and others proffer .that character 
can.be-read, and vocational .tenden- 
cies, determined from the appearance 
o.fthe' head, is -weak, because it is 
not truely scientific," the lecturer 
said. "To observe that a. man with 
a high.'' forohead is imajriTiative is 
r.ot to.-prove that all such men 'have 
this- characteristic.

INE of the most forceful and uncompromising defenders of 


free speech is Dr. Edward A. Ross of the University of 


Wisconsin. Dr. Ross puts it this way: 


•'Seeing that jio great "wrong can long survive open discns- 


sion, we may characterize free speech, free assemblage, and free 
press as the RIGHT PRESERVATIVE OF ALL RIGHTS. When 
discussion is free, all use of .violence" to change the personnel or 
the form of government is criminal, seeing that a peaceful way 
lies open to the reform. When on the other hand, brute force is 
employed to prevent an unhappy people from organizing their 
minds into that spiritual structure we cafl public opinion, they 
have as much right to strike out-destructively as-the house- 
holder who ivakes to find the fingers of a burglar dosing on his 
throat."

Dr. Ross believes that while a struggle can sometimes be 


summarily closed by invoking authority, acknowledged on both 
sides, as for example, the Prince of Wales on some point of eti- 
!quette, yet oftener it is discussion that settles questions, when 
they reach an acute stage, for discussion hurries conflicts to a 
conclusion. Slavery would have died out in time through eco- 
'nomi« and moral forces, but discussion greatly hastened its end. 


The disapproval of drinking developed more in the seventy 


years since Father Matthew began the temperance agitation 
than in the two centuries before. 


Hence ALL LOSING SIDES DREAD DISCUSSION, for it 


shortens their lease of life. Silence is a kind of reprieve. Their 
instinct, then, is 1o choke off discussion at all hazards. In the 
lower South, after 1S35 all open criticism of slavery was pro- 
hibited, and on the border desperate means were taken to silence 
the abolitionists. But nothing could have been more favorable 
to the abolitionists than the outbreaks which flashed public at- 
tention on Garrison and Lovejoy, and placed their personal char- 
acter in contrast to the means employed \o silence them. Mob 


! violence aroused the fighting spirit of thousands of people who 


j knew very little about the controversy'except that the abolition- 
: ists had something to say, so important that it must be prevent- 
! ed by violence and murder.

These are not the views of Dr. Ross, inspired by recent 


events. As long ago as 1908 he expressed them in his book on 
Social Psychology. 


Dr. Ross has just finished the dosing chapters of a new 


book, which wifl be the twelfth which he has written. It will 
sum up in one volume the work of instigation and study of his 
life, and for 1? years he has been gathering material for it. It 
will be a volume of 650 or 700 pages, entitled, Principles of So- 
ciology and will be published by the Century Co., New York. 


Dr. Ross has visited nearly all parts of the world to gather 


his facts. He visited the far east and spent six months in China. 
His ^ivork entitled,' The Changing Chinese was one of the most 
successful books ever published on China, lOjOOO volumes hav- 


- ing been sold. 


Three and a half years later he visited South America and 


wrote, South of Panama, one of the best works on its subject 
. ever published. 


Three years ago, as a representative of the American In- 


. etitute of Social Service he went to Russia, one object of the 
[trip being to stimulate reform in that country, and direct it in 


i right channels. Returning he wrote Russia in Upheaval which 


i attracted world wide and favorable criticism. 


In Dr. Ross' Principles of Sociology he will present no pan-
